The writer has witn-ssed many po- 


litical upheavals ia the j:atiocal capi- 
tal. The people cf this country are as 
mercurial as the French, end as ready 
for extreme action on alight proioca- 
tion; but they are also just ccol enough 
to follow Davy Crockett's maiim: ~U« 
ture yo-j're right; then go ahead." 


The plain people of this country 


would indignantly re-sent co.in-e al- 
lusion to their president, no matter 
whether he were in political accord 
\\iththcmornot. They feel that "there 
ii a dninity that doth hedge ^bout a 
president." in that he represents the 
majesty and power of a great sovereign 
l>rop>. 


Hut here in Washington, where presi- 


dents are not seen afar oIT. but where 
theyareknoxvnof all men.where usually 
they are known before they Itt-oaie 
presidents, there is less of that worship- 
ful respect shown our chief magistrates 
than is shown them in our n-mote cities 
and rural ccmmiknities. 
Therefore 


people here sometimes sprak of our 
presidents with a degree of familiarity 
which would surpri:~e and probably 
onger the country fulk. 


Many readers of this letter would go 


(he miles or moretos.ee the president, 
even if they were obliged to wall:. Hut 
the older residents here would r.ut walk 
fhe b!ocks to see him. any more than 
you ivcu!d walk file blocks to see tome 
one whom you have seen sgain and 
again for 11 years or longer. There is 
r.o dis.fspoct meant ia this statement 
ot fact; it simply illustrate*, in n de- 
jree, what is to follow in this story. 


During the past fne weeks the writer 


has heard men refer to our president as 
"a coward," also as ""in league with the 
money power,™ and as being willing to 
"tell dead sailors for Si«ani»h gold and 
call it 'indemnity.' " 


That may t-hock 3 ou, but many such 


expressions have been made here which, 
if inade at a distance from Washingou. 
would have resulted in serious |>erso:ial 
encounters. I!ut here the ir.en of ex- 
perience pass such people by. knowing 
that they are belittling themselves, and 
not injuring the president nor our in- 
stitutions.

The date of Esster is determined by 


the t-cclesiastical calendar of the Cath- 
olic church. It is a very cctcf.licated 
and laborious affair invcniftJ by Liiius. 
a Xeapolitan astronomer and sage, un- 
der 1'opc Gregory XIII-, at the close 
of Ihe siiteenth century. It would be 
preposterous to tax the brains of mod- 
ern readers with the abstruse calcula- 
tions by which the date of Easter is 
determined, but a few general rules 
might be given for their enlightenment. 


The regulations of the council of 


Xice are four: First, Easter must be 
celebrated on a Sunday; second, this 
Sunday must follow the fourteenth day 
of the paschal raoon; third, the paschal 
moon is that rr.oon whose fourteenth 
day falls on or next follows Ihe ilay 
of tte vernal equinox; fourth. Ihe 
equinox is fixed invariably in Ihe cal- 
endar on the 2Ist day of March. 


This calendar moon, it should be re- 


rr.emlieroJ, is not the moon of the heav- 
ens tor yet the moon of the astron- 
omers, but it is en imaginary mooa 
created for «-cc!es:astical convenience. 
From these conditions it follows that 
Easter Sunday cannot happen earlier 
lhan the £2d of March or later than the 
lith of April.—Detroit Free I'rcss.
